senate. 
The article follows: 


"On the sixty-sixth anniversary of the first day of the Battle 


of Gettysburg, Senator Shelby Myrick, of Savannah, Monday intro- 
duced in the state senate a resolution to create a commission to 
solicit funds for the erection of a monument on the battlefield to 
Georgia heroes in the most momentous battle of the war between 
the states. 


"The commission would be composed of six outstanding men 


and six women of Georgia appointed by the governor. 


"Senator Myrick announced that he would call up the resolu- 


tion Wednesday on the anniversary of the third and last day of 
the battle and speak in behalf of the proposal at that time. 
The 


plan for erection of an adequate bronze or stone memorial to 
Georgians who died at Gettysburg is being sponsored by Congress- 
man Charles G. Edwards, of the First Georgia District, among 
others.
